markes it has been 
the 
geuetal 
practice to 
prune in the spring. 
Very 
small 
lirabsmay 
be safely cut off at any season whenever it is 
convenient; and when the trees have proper 
care and attention, it will seldom be necessary 
lo remove any 
large 
limbs. 
But there 
aro 
tiiatiy trees which have been 
sadly neglected 
and large, decaying and profitless limbs shoaM 
HOW be removed from them; ami when this is 
necessary, the full is a more suitable time than 
the spring, for the 
reason 
that the 
woandí» 
made in a.utotrin will remain 
tU'y 
and sound 
f j r years, and until the bark closes over them, 
while wounds in spring turn black and decay, 
leaving holes which freqiently ruin the treV. 
Mr. Cole, the author of the American Fruic 
Book, prefers October, 
November, 
or even 
December, to the spring, which he says is tb^ 
worst 
season. 
" T h i r t y - t w o

.Wild Cat.has a large nanabér of ne- 
groes armed and théy often accompsiny him

hundred negro w^arriois. 
H e attacked a large 
Camanche lodge. Killed one hundred and fifty 
warriors.and captured over one hyndred horse» 
and mules. 
On his second expedition against 
the Camanchesi he was accompanied by one 
hundred Mexicans and a large party of Kick- 
apoos. 
Several hundred horses and males 
were captured; but the Mexicans claimed the 
lion's share of the spoil, and this so enraged 
the Kickapoos that they stole all the captnred 
property and went back to Red River.
